Mr.  Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  whole  of  1957,  the  office  of  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  was  held  by  my  predecessor.  Dr.  Colville,  and  on  his  behalf 
I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report. 

On  examining  the  report,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  the 
death-rate  exceeds  the  birth-rate,  and  this  no  doubt  is  due  to  the 
high  percentage  of  elderly  people  living  in  the  Borough.  Of  the 
420  deaths  which  occurred  during  the  year,  326,  i.e.,  77.6%  were 
over  the  age  of  65.  Diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulatory  system 
were  the  chief  causes  of  death  and  were  responsible  for  269  of  the 
420  deaths  which  occurred.  Of  the  6 infants  who  died  under  1 year 
of  age,  4 were  attributable  to  the  hazards  of  birth,  namely,  prema- 
turity, birth  injury  or  congenital  malformation. 

With  regard  to  births  I am  impressed  by  the  high  percentage 
of  hospital  as  against  domiciliary  confinements  which  occurred  in 
the  Borough.  It  will  be  seen  that  of  the  278  live  births  during  the 
year,  only  24  occurred  at  home. 

Of  the  infectious  diseases,  the  report  indicates  that  231 
children  between  the  ages  of  1 and  14  years  were  notified  as 
suffering  from  Measles.  Most  of  these  occurred  during  the  months 
of  April,  May,  June  and  July. 

Concerning  houses,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  23  unfit  houses 
were  demolished  under  slum  clearance  orders,  and  12  as  individual 
unfit  houses.  In  addition,  70  unfit  houses  were  made  fit  after  action 
either  by  owners  or  the  local  authority.  Of  the  new  houses 
provided  in  the  Borough  during  the  year,  1 1 1 were  built  by  the  local 
authority  and  173  by  private  enterprise.  In  addition,  at  the  end  of 
the  year  a further  74  houses  were  in  the  course  of  erection. 

In  presenting  this  report,  I know  that  Dr.  Colville  wishes  me 
to  express  his  thanks  to  the  staff  of  the  Department  for  their  help 
and  for  the  way  in  which  they  have  worked  during  the  year,  and 
also  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for 
their  support  and  constant  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Department.

The  total  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  as 

belonging  to  the  Borough  was  420.  This  is  equal  to  a death-rate  of 
16.9  per  1,000.  Of  the  420  deaths,  the  number  over  65  years 
of  age  totalled  326,  giving  a percentage  of  77.6. 

The  causes  of  death  are  given  in  Table  1. 

(d)  Infant  Mortality  Rate  : 

There  were  6 deaths  of  children  under  1 year  of  age 
(legitimate).  The  infantile  mortality  based  upon  the  number 
of  live  births  registered  in  the  year,  i.e.,  278  is  equivalent  to 
a rate  of  21.6  per  1,000  total  births. 

(e)  Deaths  from  Zymotic  Diseases  : 

The  Zymotic  death-rate  is  calculated  from  the  seven 
principal  Zymotic  diseases.  Smallpox,  Measles,  Whooping 
Cough,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Enteric  Fever,  Diarrhoea 

and  Enteritis  (under  2 years).  There  were  no  deaths  in  this  group.

Laboratory  Facilities

are  sent  either  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  of  the  Medical 
Research  Council  at  Hull  or  to  the  Pathological  Laboratory  at  the 
County  Hospital,  Beverley.

The  School  Clinic  is  available  daily  for  the  treatment  of  minor 
ailments  and  arrangements  are  co-ordinated  with  the  Education 
Authority  for  the  treatment  of  dental,  ophthalmic,  orthopaedic, 
throat,  nose  and  ear,  etc.,  defects  in  the  pre-school  population.

Special 
ophthalmic  and  orthopaedic  sessions  are  held.  Dental  sessions  are 
held  6 times  weekly.  Children  under  5 years  of  age  can  attend 
at  any  of  these  Clinics. 

The  above  services  are  provided  by  the  East  Riding  County 
Council  Education  Committee. 

Promotion  of  Cleanliness  and  Good  Habits  and  the 
Elimination  of  Verminous  Conditions 

This  has  always  received  the  attention  of  the  Health  Visitors 
who  on  routine  visits  give  advice  and  instructions  when  necessary. 
All  cases  of  continual  uncleanliness  and  verminous  conditions  are 
reported  and  the  houses  visited  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector;  there  is  also  regular  co- 
operation with  the  N.S.P.C.C.  Inspector.

WATER  SUPPLY 

I am  indebted  to  the  Water  Engineer  and  Manager,  Mr.  H. 
South,  for  the  following  report : 

General 

The  water  supply  area  of  the  Bridlington  Corporation  covers 
the  Borough  of  Bridlington  and  the  whole  of  the  Bridlington  Rural 
District.  The  area  of  the  Borough  is  approximately  9 square  miles 
and  the  area  of  the  Rural  District  is  approximately  105  square 
miles,  making  a total  area  of  114  square  miles.  In  the  Rural  area, 
all  the  28  villages  receive  piped  water  supplies. 

Approximately  12,785  properties  are  supplied  from  the  Cor- 
poration’s mains,  and  a further  1,200  supplies  are  afforded  for  trade 
and  agricultural  usage  tthrough  meters. 

The  water  supply  in  the  Bridlington  Borough  area  is  derived 
from  the  Corporation’s  Mill  Lane  Works,  where  water  is  obtained 
from  a well  in  chalk  T90  feet  deep,  12  feet  diameter,  and  from 
Haisthorpe  Works,  where  water  is  obtained  from  a borehole,  250 
feet  deep,  36  inch  diameter. 

The  water  supply  in  the  Rural  District  is  obtained  from  : 

(a)  Mill  Lane  Boring.  A 24  inch  diameter  borehole,  187  feet 

deep,  in  chalk. 

(b)  Haisthorpe  Boring.  A 36  inch  diameter  borehole,  250 

feet  deep,  in  chalk. 

(c)  Burton  Agnes  Borings.  Two  borings  each  16  inch 

diameter,  1 10  feet  deep,  in  chalk. 

(d)  Hunmanby  Well.  A well  6 feet  diameter,  300  feet  deep, 

in  chalk. 

As  a precaution  against  water  borne  diseases,  all  water  suoplied 
from  all  wells  and  borings  is  chlorinated,  and  the  chlorine  is  re- 
moved after  a contact  period  so  that  water  taste  is  obviated. 

Covered  service  reservoirs  at  Mill  Lane,  Scarborough  Road, 
Woldgate,  Speeton,  Wold  Newton,  Thwing,  Octon,  Flamborough, 
Hunmanby,  Fordon  (2),  Spell  Howe  and  Flixton,  with  a total 
storage  capacity  of  5,800,000  gallons,  assist  in  the  storage  and 
distribution  of  water  supplies. 

The  approximate  length  of  mains  laid  in  the  Corporation’s 
area  of  supplv  is  now  190  miles,  and  the  sizes  range  from  3 inch 
diameter  to  18  inch  diameter. 

The  total  quantity  of  water  supplied  throughout  the  Under- 
taking in  1957/8  was  approximately  640,000,000  gallons,  and  this 
compares  with  614,000,000  gallons  supplied  during  the  previous 
year. 

Rainfall  and  Availability  of  Supplies 

The  rainfall  recorded  at  Mill  Lane  Pumping  Station  for  the 
year  ended  31st  March,  1958,  was  29.45  inches  which  compares 
with  27.82  inches  for  the  year  ended  31st  March,  1957.  With  the 
new  source  at  Haisthorpe  operating  in  addition  to  the  water  sources 
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at  Mill  Lane,  Burton  Agnes  and  Hunmanby,  the  Undertaking  was 
in  an  extremely  sound  position  and  there  was  a considerable  margin 
of  water  available  over  the  peak  demand  period  of  the  holiday 
season. 

Quality  of  Waters  Obtained  and  Supplied 

The  quality  of  the  raw  waters  obtained  from  all  the  sources 
have  generally  been  excellent  throughout  the  year.  136  samples  of 
raw  water  and  121  samples  of  treated  water  were  submitted  by  the 
Engineer  and  Manager  for  bacteriological  examination  during  the 
year.  Of  these,  10  of  the  raw  water  samples,  1 from  Mill  Lane, 
5 from  Hunmanby,  2 from  Burton  Agnes  and  2 from  Haisthorpe 
showed  the  presence  of  B.Coli. 

The  treated  waters,  as  put  into  supply  have  invariably  been  of 
first-class  quality.

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Waterworks  Development 

The  Bridlington  Corporation  is  implementing  a development 
scheme  for  its  Water  Undertaking  which  will  augment  and  improve 
the  availability  of  water  supplies  throughout  the  whole  of  its  area 
of  supply. 

The  scheme  proposes  the  sinking  of  possibly  three  boreholes 
on  a site  at  Haisthorpe,  the  date  of  the  sinking  of  the  second  and 
third  boreholes  depending  on  the  Undertaking’s  water  requirements; 
the  construction  of  storage  reservoirs,  the  installation  of  new  pump- 
ing plant,  the  extending  and  enlarging  of  the  network  of  pumping 
and  distribution  mains,  and  the  improvement  of  methods  of  water 
treatment. 

The  following  works  were  completed  in  the  development  of  the 
Undertaking  during  1957  : 

Development 

Installation  of  new  pumping 
plant,  new  chlorination  plant  and 
instruments.  Burton  Agnes  pump- 
ing Station. 

Construction  of  500,000  gallons 
reservoir  on  Woldgate. 

Construction  of  a small  pumping 
station  and  the  installation  of 
permanent  plant  at  the  Haisthorpe 
borehole  site. 

Equipment  of  the  new  Wold 
Newton  Booster  Station  and  the 
construction  of  2 service  reservoirs 
for  the  Fordon  Scheme. 

Installation  of  modern  water 
treatment  plant  at  Mill  Lane 
Pumping  Station. 

New  Supplies  Afforded 

Mains  extensions  have  been  carried  out  for  West  Hill  Housing 
Estate,  for  private  development  on  Bempton  Lane  Estate,  for  Park 
Estates  and  for  other  Housing  Estates  in  the  Borough  and  Rural 
District. 

During  the  year  approximately  235  new  supplies  to  new  houses 
were  connected  in  the  Borough  Area  and  approximately  65  new 
supplies  (50  to  new  houses,  15  to  existing  domestic  properties)  were 
connected  to  the  mains  in  the  Rural  Area. 

Meteorological  Station 

The  Meteorological  Station  at  Mill  Lane  Pumping  Station  has 
been  operated  throughout  the  year,  and  returns  have  been  submitted 
regularly  to  the  Air  Ministry  Meteorological  Office,  Daily  records 
are  given  to  the  press  for  publicity  purposes.

To  increase  the  pumping 
capacity  and  improve  the 
quality  of  water  at  Burton 
Agnes  Pumping  Station.

Mr.  Mayor,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  submit  this,  my  nineteenth  Annual  Report, 
on  the  Environmental  and  Cleansing  Services  of  the  Borough. 

The  Environmental  Section  covers  the  year  ending  31st  December, 

1957,  and  the  Cleansing  Section  covers  the  financial  year  ending  31st 
March,  1958. 

Mr.  K.  Whitley,  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  left  the  service 
of  the  Corporation  on  the  31st  August,  and  Mr.  C.  D.  Darley,  of 
Wolverhampton,  was  appointed  Deputy  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector ; 
he  commenced  his  duties  with  the  Corporation  on  the  1st  November,  1957. 

On  the  clerical  side  Miss  S.  Coulson  left  the  service  of  the  Corportion 
on  the  30th  June,  Miss  Y.  Carr  filled  the  vacancy,  and  Miss  Pauline  Eyre 
was  appointed  Junior  Clerk,  and  commenced  her  duties  on  the  18th  July. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I have  to  record  the  death  of  my  Chief  Clerk 
(Mr.  Coupland)  after  a long  and  painful  illness,  patiently  borne  from  May 
to  October. 

Mr.  Coupland  was  the  oldest  serving  official  of  the  Corporation, 
commencing  his  duties  in  1920.  He  was  always  willing  and  adaptable, 
and  I feel  his  loss  very  much. 

Mr.  Taylor  was  employed  as  a Temporary  Male  Clerk  on  the  1st 
July,  and  remained  with  us  until  the  10th  February,  1958. 

The  year  has  again  been  one  of  intense  effort  in  all  respects. 

Legislation  placed  unon  the  statute  book  during  the  year  included 
The  Clean  Air  Act,  1956.  certain  portions  of  which  came  into  force  on 
the  31st  December.  The  Rent  Act.  which  came  into  force  on  the  6th  July, 
and  finallv  the  consolidation  of  the  Housing  Acts,  which  brought  the  Housing 
Act.  1957,  into  force  on  the  1st  September. 

There  seems  to  be  no  end  to  the  spate  of  legislation  to  be  enforced 
by  Local  Authorities,  and  in  particular  the  additional  responsibilities  placed 
upon  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

It  is  impossible  to  give  a concise  picture  in  this  report  of  the  vast 
amount  of  work  that  goes  through  the  department. 

I think  three  sections  of  work  stand  out  predominantly.  Housing,  Food 
and  Camping,  and  I make  no  apology  for  again  saying  that  I have 
endeavoured  to  do  first  things  first,  because  I regard  anvthing  directly 
affecting  Public  Health  should  be  dealt  with  immediately.  No  fewer  than 
1,579  interviews  took  place  during  the  year,  an  average  of  over  four 
per  day. 

The  clerical  staff  have  been  pushed  very  hard  indeed,  and  certain 
overtime  has  had  to  be  worked  to  keep  the  work  under  control.  For  a 
long  time  during  the  year  we  were  understaffed  both  technically  and 
clerically  and  I am  hoping  that  this  state  of  affairs  will  be  rectified  during 

1958. 

One  local  enquiry  was  held  on  the  7th  May,  into  the  Council’s  ap- 
plication for  confirmation  of  a Compulsory  Purchase  Order  in  respect  of 
South  Back  Lane  No.  3 Area. 

Particulars  of  this,  and  unopposed  applications  in  respect  of  Com- 
pulsory Purchase  Orders  will  be  found  in  the  Housing  Table. 
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Inspections 


The  total  number  of  inspections  for  all  purposes  amounted  to  13,263. 
excluding  1,155  by  the  Rodent  Operator. 

In  addition  1,579  interviews  have  taken  place.

The  public  slaughterhouse  operated  by  the  Corporation  through  the 
Health  Committee,  and  situated  in  Rhodena  Avenue,  has  continued  to  work 
satisfactorily  for  another  year. 

I am  still  convinced  that  for  more  economic  running  of  the  slaughter- 
house, its  throughput  must  be  greater.  Unfortunately  only  the  number  of 
calves  killed  was  greater  than  during  1956,  and  the  other  animals  were 
less  in  number,  particularly  sheep.  This  could  be  due  to  some  extent  to 
the  imported  lamb  trade  returning  to  its  pre-war  level. 

At  the  September  meeting  of  the  Council,  a resolution  of  the  Health 
Committee,  was  approved  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  76 
of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  that  the  Council  are  satisfied  that  the 
slaughtering  facilities  of  the  Borough  are  sufficient.  The  resolution  was 
sumbitted  to  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  for  approval, 
and  there  were  no  objectors  to  the  Council’s  resolution.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  Council’s  action  will  be  confirmed  by  the  Minister,  for  the  only  way 
to  ensure  100%  meat  inspection  is  by  centralisation  of  slaughter.  We 
already  have  had  100%  meat  inspection  in  the  Borough  and  confirmation 
of  the  resolution  will  ensure  this. 

During  the  financial  year  1957/58,  there  was  a surplus  amounting  to 
nearly  £29.  Unfortunately  this  figure  is  less  than  that  of  the  previous 
twelve  months,  and  is  due  no  doubt  to  the  falling  off  in  the  number  of 
animals  killed  at  the  premises. 

The  two  private  slaughterhouses  have  again  been  managed  very  satis- 
factorily, and  they  are  to  be  complimented  on  their  standard  of  cleanliness. 

The  quality  of  the  meat  sold  in  the  Borough  is  extremely  high  as  can 
be  seen  from  the  fact  that  only  one  cow  was  slaughtered  during  the  year. 
This  particular  animal  was  a casualty,  and  on  inspection  was  found  to  be 
unfit  for  human  consumption,  due  to  a scepticaemic  condition,  and  was 
condemned.  It  was  the  first  bovine  carcase  to  be  wholly  condemned  sin*e 
the  derationing  of  meat. 

Ante-mortem  inspection  of  cattle,  sheep  and  pigs  is  undertaken  by 
your  inspectorate  at  the  Cattle  Market  each  Monday. 

The  incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle,  excluding  cows,  showed  an 
increase  from  12%  to  13%,  and  pigs  showed  a decrease  from  5%  to  3%.

Free  washing  facilities  were  again  provided  by  the  Corporation  to  all 
food  traders  and  their  staff,  both  in  the  King  Street  Market  and  the  Fore- 
shore Stalls.  It  is  worthy  of  note  that  some  traders  regularly  use  the 
facilities  offered. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  Corporation  are  making  it  a condition 
of  tenancy  as  and  from  the  1st  April,  1958,  that  all  market  stallholders 
engaged  in  the  handling  of  food  be  required  to  provided  mobile  washing 
facilities,  and  I sincerely  hope  that  when  this  equipment  is  provided  it 
will  be  used. 

Co-operation  between  the  food  manufacturers  arid  the  Health  Depart- 
ment has  again  been  most  cordial. 

A vast  amount  of  work  has  been  carried  out,  and  the  improvements 
made  will  be  seen  from  the  various  tables. 

One  thing  I would  like  to  see  is  less  handling  of  food  in  confectioners 
shops.  Much  more  use  could  be  made  of  tongs  and  other  equipment  for 
handling  confectionery,  bacon,  cooked  meats,  etc.,  all  foods  that  are  prone 
to  food  poisoning  organisms. 

I would  like  to  record  the  method  of  serving  confectionery  at  a cafe 
where  I recently  partook  of  a meal  in  an  inland  resort.  The  confectionery 
was  not  left  on  the  table  for  the  customer  to  make  a selection,  but  at  the 
required  time  a selection  of  cakes  was  brought  to  youf  table  and  you  were 
requested  to  indicate  what  you  wanted.  The  cakes  were  deposited  on  your 
plate  with  a server,  and  immediately  removed  to  another  part  of  the  cafe 
not  liable  to  contamination  by  customers  smoking  after  their  meal  with 
unconsumed  food  on  the  table.  I commend  this  practice  to  our  own  cafes. 

During  the  year  it  was  necessary  to  take  legal  proceedings  against  one 
foodl  trader  for  smoking  in  a room  in  which  there  was  open  food.  A 
number  of  warning  letters  have  been  sent  to  people  seen  to  be  smoking 
during  food  preparation. 

I cannot  stress  too  strongly  the  need  for  food  traders  to  wash  their 
hands  after  smoking,  infection  can  be  carried  from  the  nose  and  mouth 
to  the  food  every  time  your  hand  touches  your  mouth  to  remove  the 
cigarette,  organisms  (many  of  which  could  be  dangerous)  are  transferred  in 
this  way  to  the  food. 

Bv  the  end  of  the  year  under  review  every  food  preparer  and  food 
shop  in  the  town  had  been  surveyed  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  and  the  majority  of  the  premises  are 
now  up  to  the  standard  required  by  the  Regulations. 

The  inspection  of  Hotels  and  Boarding  Houses  presents  a problem, 
of  much  greater  magnitude,  and  I do  not  envisage  completing  this  survey 
for  at  least  one  to  two  years.  A considerable  amount  of  work  has,  how- 
ever, been  done  in  this  resoect  as  will  be  seen  from  Tables  X and  XI. 
270  Hotels  and  Boarding  Houses  have  already  been  surveyed. 

My  Inspectorate  inform  me  that  on  many  occasions  people  have 
freely  admitted  that  the  wash  basin  (which  is  required  to  prevent  any  risk 
of  cross  infection)  has  been  a very  useful  acquisition  in  the  kitchen. 

Far  too  manv  Hotels  and  Boarding  House  keepers  are  waiting  until 
they  receive  a visit  from  the  Public  Health  Inspector  before  attempting 
to  bring  their  premises  into  line  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

I would  like  to  point  out  that  the  provision  of  washing  accommodation 
for  the  use  of  all  persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food  is  obligatory, 
and  an  offence  is  committed  by  reason  of  the  fact  that  such  accommodation 
is  not  available.  The  close  season  is  an  excellent  time  to  obtain  the 
advice  of  the  Health  Department  to  carry  out  the  necessary  work. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  under  review  I gave  two  talks  to 
voluntary  organisations  in  the  Borough  on  the  subject  of  Food  Hygiene,

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the 
standards  were  higher  in  Grades  1,  2,  and  3,  but  Grade  4 claimed  1.65% 
of  the  samples.  I shall  not  be  happy  until  we  have  completely  eliminated 
Grade  4,  and  it  can  be  done  if  sufficient  attention  to  cleansing  and  sterilisa- 
tion of  utensils  is  carried  out  during  the  busy  period  of  the  season.

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Camping

3.  Pinfold  Street,  Bridlington.  3,040  square  yards. 

4.  Jewison  Lane,  Sewerby,  Bridlington.  (Mrs.  L.  E.  Smith).  4.501  acres. 

5.  Jewison  Lane,  Sewerby,  Bridlington  (Mr.  J.  P.  T.  Pilling).  2 acres. 

One  camp  situated  at  Lime  Kiln  Lane  of  17.3  acres  in  extent,  was 

licensed  by  the  Magistrates  in  1937,  after  the  Bridlington  Corporation  had 
refused  to  grant  a licence  for  camping. 

The  above  camps  cover  44.949  acres,  and  some  4,000  people  use  the 
sites  in  the  height  of  the  summer  season,  and  like  ourselves,  the  owners 
find  little  difficulty  in  filling  vacant  sites.  No  caravans  are  occupied  as 
permanent  dwellings. 

Elsewhere  in  my  report  it  will  be  seen  that  some  308  inspections  of 
caravan  camping  grounds  have  been  carried  out,  together  with  50  inspec- 
tions of  individual  caravans.  The  majority  of  the  visits  to  this  latter 
number  are  as  the  result  of  complaints  as  to  conditions  owing  to  sub-letting. 

One  must  presume  that  there  will  always  be  a demand  for  this  type  of 
accommodation,  and  in  fact  quite  a good  case  can  be  made  out  for  the 
family  with  small  children,  who,  quite  naturally,  prefer  the  freedom  of  the 
camp  field  to  the  boarding  house,  but,  generally  speaking,  one  is  left  with 
the  impression  that  the  owners  of  these  caravans  care  little  about  their 
general  condition  and  are  more  interested  in  their  monetary  value. 

Organised  Camping 

The  8-acre  Corporation  site,  situated  on  South  Cliff  Land,  was  again 
used  for  tented  camps  by  various  contingencies  of  the  Church  Lads’  Brigade, 
Boys’  Brigade  and  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade. 

During  1957,  10  organised  camps  were  under  canvas  with  a total 
strength  of  more  than  700  officers  and  boys. 

The  popularity  of  this  site  is  such  that  parties  from  as  far  away  as 
Scotland  have  held  their  annual  camp  here.  The  foresight  of  the  Corpora- 
tion in  reserving  this  land  for  organised  tented  camps  on  a non-profit  basis 
must  receive  the  highest  acclamation  of  all  those  interested  in  the  youth 
of  the  country,  and  camps  such  as  these,  though  often  too  few,  must  help 
towards  the  fitting  of  young  people  for  their  place  as  good  citizens. 

Once  again  the  Caravan  Club  (Yorkshire  Centre)  held  two  rallies, 
one  at  Easter  and  the  other  during  the  first  week  of  September,  and  nearly 
200  members,  with  their  caravans,  attended  on  each  occasion.  This  brought 
approximately  600  people  into  the  Town  at  a time  when  we  are  only  too 
pleased  to  welcome  them. 

1 would  again  repeat  that  I do  hope  the  Health  Committee  will  continue 
their  philanthropic  outlook,  and  allow  the  organised  camping  site  to 
continue,  for  it  can,  in  my  opinion,  do  nothing  but  bring  good  publicity 
and  trade  for  the  town. 


Corporation  Caravan  Site 

The  Caravan  holiday  and  week-end  retreat  is  becoming  more  popular 
year  by  year,  and  once  more  the  number  of  applications  for  sites  consider- 
ably exceeds  the  number  of  available  sites.  During  the  peak  period  at 
the  end  of  July  and  beginning  of  August,  I again  had  to  refuse  applicants 
camping  facilities.  It  is  most  essential  from  a Public  Health  standpoint,  that 
the  Corporation  continue  to  make  a certain  number  of  sites  available  for 
the  “tourist”  caravanner,  who  might  otherwise  have  to  spend  some  nights 
parked  on  unlicensed  land,  where  more  rigid  control  is  lacking. 

The  erection  of  the  new  sanitary  conveniences  blocks  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  the  whole  of  the  site  is  now  sewered. 

We  are  experiencing  difficulty  in  finding  suitable  shrubs  to  grow  in 
the  tree  belts,  because  of  the  bleakness  of  the  site,  but  I am  pleased  to  say 
Mr.  Booker  is  gradually  surmounting  this  difficulty  by  experimentation.

The  Health  Committee  are  responsible  for  the  control  and  maintenance 
of  the  public  conveniences. 

The  new  conveniences  at  Brett  Street,  which  were  converted  from  a 
disused  surface  air-raid  shelter,  were  opened  on  the  5th  August,  and  serve 
a usful  purpose  in  their  position  mid-way  between  the  Old  Town  and  Quay. 
It  was  a most  economic  and  useful  way  of  dealing  with  an  old  air-raid 
shelter  of  sound  structure. 

The  Health  Committee  in  the  not  too  distant  future  will  have  to 
consider  enlarging  the  ladies  section  of  the  Promenade  Conveniences  if  we 
are  to  eliminate  the  embarrassing  position  of  queuing  during  the  height 
of  the  season. 

I cannot  conclude  this  section  of  the  report  without  referring  to  the 
damage  to  our  conveniences  by  hooligans  from  within  and  without  our 
Borough. 


Offensive  Trades 


There  is  one  Knacker’s  Yard  and  one  Tripe  Boiler  in  the  Borough. 
This  Knacker’s  Yard  has  occasionally  given  cause  for  complaint.  Forty- 
five  visits  have  been  made  to  these  premises.

The  supervision  of  this  work  has  been  carried  out  throughout  the  year 
by  Mr.  R.  S.  Wright. 

Table  XVI  gives  a summary  of  the  work  carried  out  from  1st  April, 
1957,  to  31st  March,  1958.  and  is  taken  from  the  report  required  by  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food. 

This  branch  of  the  public  health  service  might  well  be  referred  to  as 
the  “Silent  Service,”  but  it  goes  on,  day  in  and  day  out,  quite  inconspic- 
uously, but  nevertheless,  very  necessarily.  It  is  unfortunate,  as  Table  XVI 
shows,  that  the  majority  of  infestations  are  brought  to  light  only  during 
the  course  of  visits  to  properties  for  some  other  purpose.  Perhaps  it  may 
be  that  the  public  are  not  fully  aware  of  the  service  of  the  local  authority 
in  this  connection.  It  is  pleasing  however  to  report  that  there  is  good 
co-operation  from  the  public  where  the  infestation  is  discovered. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendation  of  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  Technical  Officer,  no  treatment  of  the  Sewers  in  the 
Borough  was  carried  out  during  the  year. 

The  Gypsey  Race  received  the  usual  treatment  and  the  whole  length  of 
the  water  course  was  again  cleansed  and  vegetation  cleared.  It  is  surprising 
how  much  refuse  gets  deposited  into  the  watercourse  from  year  to  year.

The  weight  of  house  refuse  is  derived  from  30%  test  weighings  evenly 
spread  over  the  52  weeks.  Trade  refuse,  waste  paper,  kitchen  waste  and 
other  salvage  are  actual  weights. 

Although  141|  extra  loads  of  refuse  have  been  collected  this  financial 
year,  only  396  tons  have  to  be  added  to  last  year’s  total  of  8,191  tons. 

2,180  loads  of  various  types  of  refuse,  giving  an  estimated  weight  of 
2.180  tons,  were  deposited  at  the  tip.  871  loads  were  received  from  the 
Highways  Department,  340  from  the  Parks  and  Gardens  Department  and 
9 loads  from  the  Waterworks  Department. 

81  tradespeople  availed  themselves  of  the  facilities  offered  by  the 
Corporation  at  the  tip,  for  the  deposit  of  refuse  and  waste  materials. 

Salvage  totalled  870  tons  6 cwts,  compared  with  922  tons  12  cwts. 
2 qrs.  for  1956/57.  The  principal  items  being:

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The  total  income  from  all  sources  was  £1,473  16s.  lOd.  less  than  for 
1956/57. 

The  causes  were  due  to  less  income  from  salvage,  principally  waste 
paper  (owing  to  quota  restrictions),  kitchen  waste  (which  is  decreasing), 
less  hiring  of  the  International  Crawler  which  this  year  only  amounted  to 
£129  as  against  £1,094  for  1956/57,  and  increases  in  wages. 

The  actual  cost  of  the  collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse  for 
1957/58  was  £13,540,  an  increase  of  £2,764  over  1956/57,  but  less  than 
100%  above  that  for  1937/38. 

The  falling  off  of  the  income  from  salvage  has  followed  the  national 
trend,  and  local  authorities  as  far  as  salvage  is  concerned,  are  in  a buyer’s 
market  as  in  fact  are  many  industries.  It  is  hoped  that  as  far  as  waste  paper 
is  concerned,  the  position  will  improve  in  1958. 

The  vehicles  used  for  the  collection  and  disposal  of  refuse  are  as 
follows  : 

Three  11  cub.  yds.  S.  and  D.  Freighters  purchased  in  1939. 

One  1 1 cub.  yds.  S.  and  D.  Freighter  purchased  in  1946. 

One  21  cub.  yds.  S.  and  D.  Rear  Loading  Freightei  purchased  in  1948. 

One  Motorcart  purchased  in  1949  (now  principally  used  for  tin  salvage 
and  land  work). 

One  16/18  cub.  yds.  S.  and  D.  Fore  and  Aft  Freighter  purchased  in  1951. 

One  16/18  cub.  yds.  S.  and  D.  Fore  and  Aft  Freighter  purchased  in  1955. 

It  will  be  seen  that  three  of  the  freighters  are  now  eighteen  years  old. 

Maintenance  work  to  all  these  vehicles,  together  with  3 Ford  vans, 
machines  for  refuse  disposal  and  street  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  my 
mechanic,  Mr.  E.  Patrick. 

No.  4 Freighter  was  fitted  with  a reconditioned  engine  and  gear  box, 
generally  checked  and  painted;  No.  6 a new  differential  was  fitted,  together 
with  a new  rubber  floor;  track  chain  and  new  piston  rings  to  the  Crawler, 
and  a reconditioned  engine  and  clutch  together  with  re-lining  of  brakes, 
stub  axle  pins,  etc.  to  Ford  10  cwt.  van.  In  addition,  the  usual  repairs 
and  maintenance  work  to  all  other  vehicles  has  been  undertaken.  The 
time  is  fast  approaching  when  Mr.  Patrick  will  have  to  have  assistance.  We 
now  have  30  pieces  of  mechanical  equipment,  and  it  is  fast  becoming  an 
impossibility  for  him  to  give  minute  attention,  as  in  the  past. 

The  Council  agreed  to  the  fitting  of  power  presses  to  the  two  Fore 
and  Aft  Freighters,  this  work  will  be  undertaken  in  the  1958/59  financial 
year. 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  again  been  maintained  out  of  the 
season.  From  June  to  September  a bi-weekly  collection  was  given  to 
hotels,  boarding  houses  and  cafes.  A three  times  weekly  collection  is 
given  to  the  larger  hotels  and  cafes  for  which  a charge  is  made. 

Kitchen  waste  is  collected  at  a minimum  twice  weekly.  In  the  hotel 
and  boarding  house  areas  a three  and  four  times  a week  service  is  given. 
The  individual  three  gallon  bucket  is  used  in  all  cases.  At  the  end  of  the 
financial  year  3,087  three  gallon  buckets  were  in  use. 

Disposal 

House  and  trade  refuse  is  being  tipped  at  the  Woldgate  site  in  accord- 
ance with  the  recommendations  of  the  Ministry  of  Health.  No  complaints 
have  been  received  during  the  year. 

Dozing,  consolidation,  earth  removal  and  refuse  covering  is  carried 
out  mechanically,  and  the  International  Crawler  has  been  invaluable  for 
this  work. 

The  machine  has  proved  very  useful  to  a small  degree  to  the  depart- 
ment of  the  Borough  Engineer,  and  the  East  Riding  County  Council  also 
hired  the  machine  to  clear  some  of  the  very  deep  snow  drifts  that  sur- 
rounded the  Borough  during  the  winter. 
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Cultivated  Land 

Land  not  immediately  needed  for  the  disposal  of  refuse,  together  with 
land  levelled  with  house  refuse  was  again  cultivated,  the  main  crop  being 
grass  (for  hay)  and  a smaller  quantity  of  oats.  The  completed  refuse 
disposal  site  off  Easton  Road  was  again  let  as  a market  garden.  A number 
of  the  fields  set  with  grass  were  let  off  for  grazing  purposes.  The  total 
income  received  from  all  purposes  was  £245  14s.  4d. 

Gully  and  Cesspool  Emptying,  Etc. 

The  800  gallon  S.  and  D.  combined  Gully  and  Cesspool  Emptier, 
which  was  purchased  in  October,  1949,  has  given  very  good  service. 
Repairs  have  been  carried  out,  and  worn  parts  of  the  Revel  pump  have 
been  replaced.  The  time  is  approaching  however  when  we  must  consider 
providing  a reconditioned  engine  for  this  vehicle. 

9,847  gullies  were  cleansed  and  re-sealed  at  a cost  of  12.3d.  per  gully. 

124  visits  were  made  for  the  purpose  of  emptying  cesspools,  from 
which  440  loads  were  removed,  equalling  198,000  gallons  of  sewage. 

217  gullies  were  cleansed  and  re-sealed  for  British  Railways.  Sludge 
pits,  etc.,  were  emptied  1 14  times  in  the  Borough  for  industrial  concerns. 

2.680  gullies  were  cleansed  and  re-sealed  for  the  East  Riding  County 
Council  at  Flamborough  and  Hunmanbv.  and  cesspools  in  the  area  of  the 
Filey  Urban  Council  were  emptied  46  times.  Sewers  in  the  Borough  were 
flushed  as  and  when  required,  in  addition  to  washing  down  after  floods 
and  street  watering. 

The  cost  of  running  this  machine  was  £1,122  11s.  8d.,  and  the  income 
was  £1.343  0s.  9d. 

This  profit  was  due  to  loan  charges  falling  out. 

Street  Cleansing 

Mechanical  Equipment: 

2 Electric  Street  Orderly  Trucks. 

1 Lewin  Mechanical  Sweeper  Collector  (part  time). 

The  Borough  is  divided  into  ten  beats.  Four  lengthmen  beats  in  the 
rural  part  of  the  Borough,  five  beats  with  street  orderly  barrows,  and  one 
with  a mechanical  street  orderly  vehicle.  Three  beats  in  the  town  area 
and  near  the  sea  front  are  shortened  during  the  summer  season  in  order 
that  a continual  sweep  shall  be  kept  in  the  town  and  promenades. 

The  Old  Town  Area  from  Portland  Place  to  Scarborough  Road  at  its 
junction  with  Market  Place,  east  to  Forty  Foot  including  the  Priory 
Estate,  west  to  Leys  Road  and  South  to  St.  John’s  Avenue  including 
Martindale’s  Estate  has  again  been  covered  with  the  electric  street  orderly 
collector.  The  other  street  orderlv  truck  did  an  excellent  iob  of  work  on 
the  Victoria  Terraces,  Beaconsfield  and  Alexandra  Promenades,  North  Sea 
Wall,  and  district  roads  adjacent  to  this  area.  This  vehicle  was  then 
responsible  for  the  area  covered  by  the  Mechanical  Sweeper  at  the  end 
of  the  season. 

The  Mechanical  Sweeper  Collector  has  been  used  in  the  early  morning 
•n  the  town  area,  followed  by  areas  more  suitable  for  its  use  and  less 
freouented  bv  traffic  during  the  day. 

The  Gully  Emptier  has  also  been  useful  for  street  watering,  particularly 
after  the  busy  holiday  periods. 

Roads  taken  over  during  the  year  include  Sixth  and  Seventh  Avenues, 
Bempton  Drive  and  Bempton  Gardens,  part  of  Bempton  Crescent  and 
further  roads  on  West  Hill  Estate. 

I make  no  apology  for  again  referring  to  the  litter  problenT  which  does 
not  seem  to  improve  at  all,  although  I do  feel  that  the  public  have  co- 
operated a little  better  this  year.  Tt  is  however  impossible  to  provide 
sufficient  receptacles  to  cope  with  the  litter  in  the  town  area  during  the 
season,  even  though  the  receptacles  are  emptied  twice  and  sometimes 
three  times  a day,  there  are  far  too  many  people  in  far  too  small  a space. 

The  largest  amount  of  litter  collected  in  any  one  week  was  14  tons 
13  cwts.  2 qrs.,  this  being  collected  during  Bank  Holiday  week,
